For  All  On-Campus  Sales  Ventui 


PLACEMENT  BUREAU,  in  ar 
effort  to  better  serve  the  stu- 
dents, has  issued  a campus  mem- 
orandum concerning  the  school 
policy  for  selling  on  campus. 

The  policy  is  divided  into  two 
classifications;  that  initiated  by 
an  official  University  agency 
for  the  benefit  of  the  University 
students,  and  that  initiated  by  a 
commercial  firm  or  by  a student 
i is  representing  a commer- 
cial firm. 

OVER  THE  YEARS  individ- 
uals and  organizations  have 
•wamped  the  campus  with  many 
types  of  commercial  articles, 
thus  creating  a need  for  such  a 
policy.  With  few  exceptions  sol- 
iciting is  not  permitted  on  cam- 
pus. 

The  present  policy  was  re- 
cently reaffirmed  by  the  Student 
Personnel  Services  Committee

Cowboy  Footballers 
Entertain  Cougars

Wyoming’s  red-hot  football 
■team,  fresh  from  a 23-13  upset 
r - Utah,  hosts  Brigham 
'Young’s  gridders  tomorrow  at 
Laramie.  Game  time  is  1:30  p.m. 
in  the  Cowboys’  homecoming. 

‘ Coach  Chick  Atkinson  real- 
izes that  his  charges  will  have 
their  hands  full  as  they  try  to 
derail  the  hard-hitting  Waddies, 
•who  have  won  five  of  their  six 
games  thus  far.  The  ’Pokes  hold 
a 3-1  conference  record  and  can- 
not afford  a letdown  against  the 
unpredictable  Brighams. 

Similar  Setup 

A similar  situation  as  this 
was  the  case  in  1951  when  Wy- 
oming was  in  the  thick  of  the 
conference  title  chase,  only  to 
see  an  underdog  BYU  eleven 
rise  to  the  occasion  and  tie  the 
Cowboys,  20-20,  in  a homecom- 
ing tilt  at  Laramie. 

The  Cougars  will  be  definite 
underdogs  tomorrow  as  they 
meet  the  single-wingers  from 
Laramie.  Sparking  the  Cowboy 
attack  is  Joe  Mastrogiovanni, 
Wyoming’s  triple-threat  All-Am- 
erican candidate.  Mastro  does 
, everything  well,  including  a tre- 
mendous blocking  back  on  of- 
fense. 

The  ’Poke  quarterback  is  aid- 
ed by  a bevy  of  fleet  halfbacks, 
including  Jerry  Jester,  Pete 
Kutches,  and  Jim  Crawford,  tail- 
backs; and  Butch  Wilson  and 
John  Watts,  wingbacks. 

Wyoming's  line  also  rates  con- 
siderable attention  with  end 
Clarence  Carter,  tackle  Ray 
Lutterman,  and  guard  John  Mc- 
Clellan sparking  the  ’Poke  for- 
ward Wall.  The  Puncher  line 
held  Utah  to  a net  of  77  yards 
rushing  last  week,  which  speaks 
for  itself.
